SHIRLEY BOOTH (Mrs. Gibson) 


Shirley Booth gave her first public performance at the 
age of three, singing IN THE GOOD OLD SUMMERTIME 
at her Sunday School in Broklyn. She remembers that 
experience as ‘‘heady’’ and quite enough to send her on 
her way. After many arduous years in stock (motto: 
‘*You get your cue and you come out acting.), she made 
her Broadway debut playing opposite Humphrey Bogart 
in HELL’S BELLS, Play followed play in New York but 
it was George Abbott’s now legendary production of 
THREE MEN ON A HORSE that first put Miss Booth’s 
name in lights. Then followed a long series of dramatic, 
comic and musical successes including EXCURSION, 
THE PHILADELPHIA STORY, TOMORROW THE WORLD, 
GOODBYE MY FANCY (for which she won her first 
‘Tony’? award) A TREE GROWS IN BROOKLYN, BY 
THE BEAUTIFUL SEA and MY SISTER EILEEN, Con- 
current with MY SISTER EILEEN, which ran for two 
years, she created the famous radio character Miss 
Duffy on ‘‘Duffy’s Tavern.’’ In 1950 Miss Booth stole 
the season’s awards, including her second ‘‘Tony,’’ the 
Donaldson, and Drama Critics Circle Awards, for her 
portrayal of Lola Delaney in COME BACK, LITTLE 
SHEBA, She made her film debut repeating the role, 
winning the Academy Award, the ‘‘Best Actress of the 
Year’’ Awards from the National Board of Review and 
the New York Film Critics, and, at the Cannes Film 
Festival, she was cited as ‘‘the world’s best actress.’’ 
Her other films include ABOUT MRS. LESLIE, HOT 
SPELL, and THE MATCHMAKER, Returning to Broad- 
way, Miss Booth won her the third ‘‘Tony’’ award for 
THE TIME OF THE CUCKOO and continued to win 
praise in such productions as THE DESK SET, MISS 
ISOBEL and A SECOND STRING, Old friends and new 
fans tuned in weekly for the next six years to watch 
the warm and wise antics of ‘‘Hazel?? the phenomenally 
successful television comedy series which starred Miss 
Booth. During this period, she played Amanda Wingfield 
in the memorable television special of Tennessee Will- 
iams’ THE GLASS MENAGERIE, She returned to Broad- 
way in LOOK TO THE LILLIES and Noel Coward’s 
HAYFEVER, 


The Cape Playhouse welcomes back Miss Booth who 
has performed innumerable times at our theatre, always 
to sell-out houses. Her last appearance here was in 
BEST OF FRIENDS in 1970. Miss Booth spends as much

CALL ME MADAM, MISS LIBERTY and WONDERFUL 
TOWN, Dody played Violet, the shady lady, in the latter 
and so delighted director George Abbott that an extra 
scene was written especially for her. 









Dody is not too sure when the transition from ballerina 
to comedienne really began. Always a backstage clown 
with a flair for reciting corny old poems such as ‘*Yukon 
Jake,’? her discovery was inevitable, Actually, it was 
Imogene Coca, star of the road company of WONDER- 
FUL TOWN, who persuaded Dody to put toe shoes aside 
and concentrate solely on comedy as a career, Dody 
nabbed small parts on TV with such celebrated stars as 
Milton Berle, Sid Caesar and Martha Raye and then 
went on to do night club and off-Broadway revues. She 
created a mild sensation in SHOESTRING REVUE OF. 
1957 produced by Ben Bagley. 


In August, 1957, Dody joined Jack Parr on TONIGHT 
and suddenly the mail room at NBC resembled Santa’s 
workshop on Christmas Eve. Dody Goodman had arrived. 
She was nominated for an Emmy Award with such season- 
ed performers as Gracie Allen, Lucille Ball and Dinah 
Shore.
